A Jerusalem hostel for retarded adults will have to find new premises by the end 
of this year because its licence is being withdrawn by the municipality. 
Jerusalem Post Reporter SUSAN BELLOS has been trying to find ‘out why, 


the desert institution referred to 
by Bank-Mikkelgson, is not only 
cruel to the parents, but down- 
right harmful for the retardate. 

Mrs. Michaelis is also the 
chairwoman of Magen, the 
Jerusalem Society for Retarded 
Adults, which was founded 
specifically to care for the kind of 
people who could not fit into the 
existing facilities. These include 
the sheltered workshop run at Tel 
Arza by Akim (the national chari- 
ty tor the retarded child) and Beit 
Julia, both of which are for mildly 
retarded adults.. i 

Some people .at Irene Gaster 
can work. In fact, all of them par- 
ticlpate in house cleaning, but 
most of them need the kind of in- 
dividual supervision which is. not 
available at Tel Arza, One of the 
women at the hostel, however, 
does work successfully outaide as 
a kindergarten helper; another is 
a full-time kKitehen maid, The in- 
atitution bolleyes that; given 
proper training anda sympathetic 
attitude by soclety, many more 
of them could be found jobs,

Beyond that he could not be 
more specific. Incidentally, alnce 
the Labour and Social Affairs 
Ministry hes‘ not yet involved 
itself in the matter, it is the 
municipality, acting on the advice 
of no less than six separate 
departments in addition to Mr. 
Benvenisti's, that has the say on 
leensing. What lt does not do is 
provide any money for the hostel, 
which is supported mainly by 
private charity and a not very 
large monthly maintenance grent 
from the ministry. 


HOWEVER, & leading member of 
the municipality’s environment 
unit, who preferred not to give his 
name, had this to say: 

“Conservation of a 
bourhood has nothing to do 
with whether you place an institu- 
tion for the retarded or anybody 
else there." Conservation, he ex- 
plained, meant allowlng 
a neighbourhood to develop while 
{trying to preserve its essential 
character, and inatitutions were- 
quite Irrelevant. 

But institutions, according to 
Mr. Avraham Goldman, one of the 
neighbours who complained, do 
affect a neighbourhood. 

“Look," he said reasonably, 
“we have too many institutions 
around here. There's the drug 
rehabilitation centre, in Hmek 
Refaim, a home for unmarried 
mothers on Rehov Wedgwood, and 
another place’ down the road for 


neigh-

Q: WHAT IS the relationship 
behecen the poels of Israel and 
their renders? 

A: Poetry is taken much more - 
scriously In [erael than it Is in 
most places In the world. For in- 
stance, lf a poet says something 
on a political isaue, politicians and 
people who have nothing to do - 
with poctry take it very seriously. 

Books of poetry published in 
Israel sell in the’ thousands, which 
is remarkable when you consider 
that there are only about three 
milllon Hebrew-speaking people 
In the world. Poets like Natan. 
Alterman and Leah Goldberg, for 
cxample, are read on a popular 
basis, and their poems are often 
used as the lyrics of songs. 

And in general [ think the poetry 
written in Israel is much more - 
original than the proae, with the 
exception of Agnon's work, 
because there is an unbroken 
tradition of poetry from the time 
of the Bible until now through the 
use of prayers. And remember 
that Agnon is both in the anclent 
Hebrew and Yiddish traditions,

WHEN I WAS working with the 
late Meyer Weisgal on the layout 
of his autoblography, f learned to 
my amazement that a few weeks’ 
after the ten-year-old Meyer 
Velvel had arrived in America he 
had legally changed his name to 
Max Winifred.

“THERE IS ONLY one way to see 
Egypt,'’ said our host, drawing a 
triangle like a kite, apex down, 
and a long squiggle from the apex 
to the bottom of the page.

“The Auction House" is a more 
popular-level — and permanent — 
enterprise. Its owners, Ell Gaguin 
and Yekutiel Pardo, are both 
Jerusalemites. They converted 
the premises of their Jerusalem 
Drugstore on Rehov Keren 
Hayesod into an auction gallery 
about two years ago. Recently 
they opened a second: auction 
house, taking over the lease of 
what was formerly the Theatre 
Club on Rehov Mendele in Tel 
Aviv. Auctions are held at both es- 
tablishments every Saturday and 
Tuesday between 9 p.m. and mid- 
night. 

ἘΠῚ describes auction buying as 
‘the only legalized form of gambl- 
ing in Israel today."* The element 
of luck is as great an attraction es 
skill or understanding what you 
are buying, he says.

for far less than its real market 
value. Conversely, he says, there 
are evenings when ‘tema of low 
intrinsic value fetch very high 
prices, simply because two or 
more would-be purchasers get 
caught up in the swing of the sale 
and the competitive atmosphere. 
In that case, the seller and the 
auctioneers (who take a 25 per 
cent commission on every sale) 
are in luck. 


THE AUCTION HOUSE deals in 
pictures, Persian rugs, silver, 
bronze, copper, brass, pewter, 
chinaware, glass and furniture. 
Each sale attracta between 80 and 
250 people. Many people come just 
to watch — there is no admission 
fee, no obligation to buy; but a 
large number find themselves go- 
ing home with at least one 
purchase, “It’s practically im- 
possible not to get infected, es- 
pecially, if it’s a ‘hot’ evening," 


says ἘΠῚ. “And after all, thore is 
no bigger bargain hunter than 
your average Israeli.” 

The Auction House takes goods 
which it considers suitable on a 
commission basis, and at a 
reserve price agreed with the 
seller in advance. Occasionally 
items are sold below the 
minimum price ‘‘as loss leaders 
when I feel the atmosphere 
justifies it," in which case the 
seller will still be paid the price 
agreed upon. If the reserve price 
is not reached after three auc- 
tions, the item is returned. 

The biggest demand is for fur- 
niture. Bronze, good crystal glass 
and Persian rugs also sell well. ἘΠῚ 
assures me that there are no 
“gtooge" bidders — the Israeli 
public is much too suspicious for 
such tactics to be successful — 
even though they are known and 
accepted abroad. Eli has endless 
stories of fortunate bidders who 
bought valuable pictures, carpets 
and silyer for a song and then 
sold them to museums for many

He 
estimated their number at 80,000. 
Despite (or because of) severe 
persecution and periods of forced 
Islamization, the Jews of 
Afghanistan maintained their 
identity and did not assimilate, 
even in the smaller settlements.

LAKE SUCCESS, Thursday. — 
Britain yesterday reported to the 
Palestine Commiasion that 
another 700. Arabs had entered 
Palestine illegally and taken up 
positions in the Samaria Region. 
British troops had unsuccessfully 
tried to scatter them. 

This report supplements the 
British statement on Friday that 
four Arab bands had invaded 
Palestine, The total number of 
Arab invaders in the Samaria 
region {s now catimated at 1,400. 

ccording to the British report, 
they are ‘increasingly exercising 
considerable administrative con- 
tral over the whole area." 


In the diplomatic field, Britain 
has continued to make represen- 
tations to Syria, Trans-Jordan and 
Egypt, urging them to keep a 
strict frontier control. 


Official quarters recognized

On this question both Cornfeld 
and Bondi agree. Since the Israeli 
diet is not generally high in 
animal fat, we can be a little more 
lenfent than most Western coun- 
trlea when it comes to eggs, which 
are rich in calelum and iron, and 
are generally easy to digest. As 
Bondi pointed out, the egg is so 
near-perfect a protein for humans 
that it is used as the measuring 
stick against which all other pro- 
tein sources are compared. ᾿ 

Dr. Jerry Westin, the outspoken 
medical consultant of Consumer 
Shield, had much to say about 
cholesterol in our diet in a recent 
pamphlet entitled Hdible Fats and 
Your Heart. The egg industry 
here should be relieved to find 
that the brunt of Westin's attack 
was levelled against saturated 
animal fats rather than eggs. 
“Moderation In the intake of such 
foods as eggs (a common high- 
cholesterol food) and brains 


- would probably be advisable," he [ 
wrote, and suggested that people 


seek the advice of thelr own 
physiclans as to diet. 


IT SHOULD be noted that the 
cholesterol content of an egg 18 all 
in the yolk. It has been reported 
that Henry Kissinger breakfasts 
on scrambled egg whites ar- 
tificially coloured yellow. Few 
Israelis, of course, would be will- 


"ing to throw away half an egg and 


eat only the white. In America, 
there are commercial egg 
products that contain little or no 
yolk.

MY FONDEST recollections of 
eating eggs are from a Roman 
trattoria. . 
There, armed with a fork in one 
hand and a piece of bread in the 
other, I would attack two eggs, 
fried in olive oi] and served in the 
battered aluminium pan {n which 
they had heen cooked.
